Tis true, they 
might at firſt ſight obſerve the common pra- 
that call themſelves Chri- 
ſtians, .ro be very different-from the. Doctrine 
they ſeem to:-own. They might juſtly won- 
der, that men ſo taught, ſo obliged. to be 
kind to all, gentle to Strangers, merciful. to 
the Afﬀicted, loving eyen to Engmies, ſhould 
behave themlelves 1n-every point ſo contrary 
to ſuch heavenly InſtruCtions, ſuch indiſloluble 
Obligarions! that fo many, that any herce, 
ſtubborn, revengeful, avaritious, uncharicable-

All this the Adverſaries of the Faith have

them with confuſion. Shonld- the wiſeſt Hea- 
then ſearch into all the higheſt flights of their 
beſt Moraliſts ; ſhould the moſt devour Jew re- 
colle& the moſt virtuous Counſels,and Traditi- 
onsof their Parriarchs, and Prophets 5 and then 
ſhould both theſe compare what they can find 
in either of them, with the free-ſprrited,- the 
large-hearted, the univerſally-charitable deſign 
of the whole renour of our Bleſſed Saviours 
Teaching, and Life; and that unanimouſly ex- 
pounded by all the inſpired Writers after him ;
